Although th* spectacular develop­ 
ment of the new Stedm an field 16 
miles east of Ada is yet in its in­ 
fancy, it is very noticeable that oil 
operators ana speculators from the 
large fields of Texas are in this 
field and are taking much interest 
in the affairs that have occurred 
in the past week. 
Bob Ford, who is controling the 
majority of lands in and around 
the new development, started the 
excitetment last Friday and Satur­ 
day by bringing in two wells in 
Sections 16 and 20 of 
Pontotoc 
county. These wells were offsets to 
dry 
holes drilled several months 
ago by corporations which evident­ 
ly conceived the idea that further 
prospecting was useless. The depth 
reached by this company wag some­ 
thing like 400 feet, which 
was 
deemed sufficient for shallow fields. 
Mr. Ford sunk the new wells to 
a depth of 500 feet and the origi­ 
nal “ Ford Sand" was encountered, 
which revealed a wealth of hidden 
grease that is of the best grade. 
The pumps were placed on the well 
in Section 16 yesterday afternoon 
and drillers state that this well is 
sure for a daily production of 45 
barrels. The well in Section 20 is 
being cleaned out today and a pump 
will be placed on it by tomorrow 
morning at 6 o’clock. 


This morning the “spudding in” 
ceremony of two new wells in Sec­ 
tion 17 was held and many people 
were present to witness the begin­ 
ning of what promises to be the 
greatest development in Oklahoma’s 
shallow oil fields. It is an evident
